The Vancouver Coal Company consider it 
would not be out of place to submit a few 
facts touching the question and cause of the 
strike, the conduct of those who allege they 
have been “‘thrown out of employment’’ and 
their present attitude. Itie well known tbat 
the San Francisco and Colonies! Coal Markets, 
have been eo much depressed for some time 
past, that sales of the different varieties im- 
ported by the former place have been made 
at prices realizing less than cost and charges, 
and in the case of Nansimo at a serious sac- 
rifice to the Coal Company being unable to 
sell their Coal. The company in their desire 
not to disturb the working of the mine ac- 
cumulated a stock of 20,000 tons at the Pit’s 
mouth, the workmen being kept regularly 
employed, and their wages paid with the us- 
ual regularity. In the anticipation of a 
lengthened continuance of the unsatisfactory 
and adverse state of the Coal Markets, the 
Company could see no alternative but to. re- 
duce their howe as well as foreign prices in 
the hope of improving their business by 
widening the range of exports, and enlarging 
sales generally. 

With this view on the Ist September last 
notice was given of a reduction to be made in 
wages, (not at all corresponding with the pro- 
portion of decrease in selling rates), and on 
the expiry of thig notice the miners held a 
meeting and decided to refrain from work at 
the reduced rate, and to ask those who stood 
at their post also to stop, upon the under- 
stan that the whole body of men should 
stand out till each of them was given bis for- 
mer position and wages! This was the first 
move towards the strike and therelative cause 
of it. At the meeting mentioned the men did 
not hesitate to propose that those who were 
willing to work should be advised or comps.t- 
ep to join in the strike, to the credit of 
some of them, however, the word ‘ compell- 
ed’’ was objected to avd rescinded ; but not- 
withstanding the expunging of the werd, the 
dastardly and diabolical outrages that have 
followed—attempts to blow up houses with 
their occupants in bed, burning down a build- 
idg, and the like, show that some of the men 
were determined to act without any regard to 
consequences. Passing over various minor 
incidents of a vindictive and malicious cbar- 
acter that have transpired, the position now 
assumed by the men is simply this: they hold 
out for their ‘own terms,‘ vainly hoping to 
Sorce the Company to agree to anything they 
dictate! The Company have endeavored to 
arrange the dispute upon the basis of mutual 
concession, and“are determined to yield no 
farther. A 

It will thus be seen that the miners are 
shutting themselves out of work, and are assum- 
ing an attitude alike overbearing, arbitrary, 
and unjust to the Company, and detrimental 
to the investment of capital in any Colonial 
enterprise, the success of which depends on 
the labor of one class of men. 

The public can estimate how far men are 
entitled to claim support and sympathy under 
the above circumstances. ja2l lw.

Columbia, under the provisions of the 146th 
Section of the British North America Act, 
into the Union or Dominion of Canada, on the 
basis of the terms and conditions offered to 
thig Colony by the Government of the Do- 
minion of Canada, as in such Address set 
forth, do hereby pray that Your Excellency 
may be pleases to transmit such Address to 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, to be laid at the foot of the 
Throne.
